Labour’s New Outlook: 


“ Revolution is_pre-democratic.’’ This 
phrase of Mr. Ramsay Macdonald sums 
up the moral of the Liverpool Conference ; 
and, if it should govern: Labour policy in 
future, though ardent spirits may complain 
that slow headway is made, the advance is 
less likely to end 'in a quagmire. . Mr. 
Macdonald had no difficulty in showing 
that the real objection to the Moscow 
gospel and the variants of the creed that 
now find favour in certain . quarters’ in 
England was not that it was too advanced, 
but that it was hopelessly reactionary in its 
insistence that knots and. tangles . which 
easily might be-unravelled must be cut by 
the sword. Mentally, advocates of this 
solution are still living in the eighteenth 
century, when it was taken for’ granted 
that, by smashing political and industrial 
systems, the influences which they exer- 
cised would cease automatically to operate. 
Nowadays it is the merest political 
commonplace that changes in the form of 
government do not necessarily . imply 
changes in the set of the popular mind. 
Even if it were possible to bring down all 
existing institutions with a crash, it would 
be impossible, as Mr. Macdonald pointed 
out, ‘‘ to get ourselves into new conditions 
without generations of horrible. starvation, 
destruction, political industrial 
strife and national chaos from ' beginning 
to end.” If democracy, like every other 
method of rule; has its-drawbacks,and :f 
the successful handling of it makes heavy 
demands on the statesmanship not, only of 
the leaders, but of the rank and file, its 
central principle—that changes shall be 
made only by agreément—serves to ensure 
that the popular mind shall have adapted 
itself, in some degree at least, to cope with 
the effects of those changes. 

“The difference between the Liverpool! 
Conference and the majority oí similar 
gatherings in the past was that, for the 
first time, the stress was laid on the duties 


strife, 


rather than the rights of the workers. In 


other days the political leaders’ of the 
movement were able to make easy capital 
for themselves by ramming into their pro- 
gramme anything and everything that 
appealed to different ‘sections of their 
followers. At the end of every. conference 
it was the fashion. to adopt in globo a 
long series of resolutions which nominally 
committed the party to a revolutionary 
policy drastic enough to satisfy Anacharsis 
Clootz. This pleased the extremists with- 
out binding the moderates, who. knew that 
the proposals were no more ‘than pious 
aspirations, to which it was never intended |, 
to give practical effect... Labour leaders, 
however, have discovered that they can no 
longer afford to indulge in these empty 
demonstrations. Short as’ was their ex- 
perience of office, it taught them. that it 
was one thing to give. pledges and another 
to translate them into concrete facts. 
While a minority Government is, at the 
best, condemned to hobble, the heaviest drag 
on Mr. Macdonald's progress was, from the 
first, his commitments to his own left wing, 
who, not unnaturally, never ceased to rub 
in the contrast between his, platform } 
promises and his official ‘performances. 
Mr. Macdonald and his colleagues have 
resolved rightly that in any future struggle 
for power their necks shall be free from 
this particular millstone. Liverpool, one 
suspects, is destined ‘to live in Labour 
records as, the gathering which marked the 
great auto-da-fé of all the pet hobbies of 
the party, from the wholesale ‘confiscation 
of land to the repudiation of the Versailles 
Treaty. — |

The Moroccan War. 

The war in Morocco appears to have 
reached a. decisive turning-point. The 
Marquis de Estelle the Spanish Dictator, 
who is supervising i person the opera- 
tions in the North, reports jubilantly that 
Ajdir, where Abdel Krim hitherto has held 
his headquarters, has fallen and is in 
flames. In the South the French have 
advanced some ten miles in the neighbour- 
hood of Kiffane towards Ajdir, so that the 
revolting tribes aré caught in a  scissor- 
like movement between the converging 
Spanish and French forces. That Abdel 


‘Krim hag been driven from his base and 


forced to the defensive must pbe attributed 
partly to the thoroughness with which 
Marshal Pétain, one of Europe’s greatest 
living soldiers, has grappled with his large 
task, ano partly to the drastic reorganisa- 
tion of the Spanish Army which has been 
carried’ out by General’ Primo de ‘Rivera 
during the past yéar, and has rendered 
the attack .rom. Alhucemas so much more 
formidable. The Moroccan war is un- 
popular with large sections of the tax- 
paying public in France and Spain, but 
determined action by the military leaders, 
whose operations aré so well accorded, is 
likely to frustrate the hopes. cherished by 
Abdel Krim of successful. pressure. against 
the conti~ uance of the war arising in Paris 
and Madrid, Larg. as the progress oí the 
European armies has been, however, it is 
still too early to assume that the Riffian 
resistance will be broken before the rains 
impose a vinter of inactivity. and enable 
the tribesmen to recuperate their» forces. 
The latest message from the French. -head- 
quarters declares. that, even now, “the 
enemy seems resolute and possesses a 
powerful defensive organisation.” It is 
suspected that the retirement from Ajdir 
and Kiffane only masks a determination 
to make a d.sperate stand in. the 
motntains. It’ is significant, mioreover, 
that Abdel Krim still finds himself able 
to spare artillery for. the shelling cl 
Tesyan, one hundred miles away from the 
main seat of conflict... .The assault on 
Tetuan is a counter-offensive, intended so 
to menace the Spanish delences in the’ 
West: as to sap the energy with which the 
Spaniards are attacking the Rifhan strong- 
holds around Ajdir. Thus far it appears 
to have failed, and it may be that Abdel 
Krim has made a fatal error by under- 
estimating the strength and resolution. of 
the reorganised Spanish Army. The rebel 
leader has lost tl.e magnetism that belongs 


.to unbroken success, and many tribes which 


adhered to him are falling away, while 
hope of support frem those behind the 
French battle-line,

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THE FRENCH DEBT.

M. Caillaux will have to return to Paris 
empty-handed, much to the indignation 
of the French, and it is quite possible 
that the Freneh Government may be 
gravely affected by his inability to make a 
satisfactory deal with the United States. 
Nothing but dissatisfation is expressed 
either in Paris of Washington, while the 
French newspapers are turiously shriek- 
ing at the demands of the United States 
Government. France for five years is to 
pay the United States eight millions per 
annum by way of interest, and then the 
indecent wrangle will have to take place 
all over again. The failure to arrive at a 
solution will affect the question of the 
French debt to this country. The arranze- 
ment between Mr. Churchill and M 
Caillaux stipulated that Great Britain was 
Name sg to ask for more than twelve and a 
half millions a year if the United States 
sh ould be given better terms; but in the 
absence of an agreement this stipulation 
will have to be reviewed. 


The Lecarno Conference. 


Should the German delegates to Locarno 
follow the advice tendered te them by the 
Nationalist extremists, they will attempt 
to side-track the Conference into a dis- 
cussion upon German war-guilt and. the 
evacuation of Cologne, though no good can 
come of the raising of these questions. 
The’ former is disposed of by the Treaty 
of Versailles, and the latter will be an 
accomplished fact as soon as the condi- 
tions regarding disarmament are complied 
with. The German A mbass:; adors in 
London, Paris and Brussels were in- 
structed to mention these subjects to the 
respective Governments to which they 
were accredited as a concession te Nation- 
alist feeling, but only verbal reference was 
made to them, and the Note accepting the 
invitation to the Conference was not com- 
plicated by the addition of extraneous 
matters. 

The comparative isolation of Locarno, 
so far: ‘<elegraphic communication is con- 
cerned, is being rapidly remedied, and by 
th. time when th> Security Pact Conference 
opens the Swiss Government will have 
completed the erection of a number of 
additional lines which will link up with 
the international lines to most of the chief 
European capitals. In addition to this 
the Maréoni Company is installing special 
apparatus to deal with the work of the 
Conference ‘hese arrangements dispose 
of ‘the statements which have been. made 
that the outside world might be kept un- 
informed as to the progress of the negotia- 
tions. 


Communist Tactics. 


The Communists, though | decisively 
beaten at the Secialist Conference at Liver- 
pool, are not yet disposed of ; for they are 
planning to run candidates who will 
describe themselves as Socialists at the 
municipal elections in November. It may 
be remembered that Mr. Pollitt, the Com- 
munist spokesman at Liverpool, said that 
they would get into the Socialist Party by 
some means or other, and it seems~ that 
their tactics will be secrecy with regard 
to their Communist associations, apparent 
adhesion to the principles of Socialism. and 
a mole-like activity once they are inside the 
Socialist ranks. It is difficult to deal with 
such a movement, but Mr. Ramsay Mac- 
donald and his followers will have to find 
a method or suffer the Communist:to affect 
the Labour movement. 


Mr. Sidney Webb. 


The rejection of Mr. Sidney Webb from 
the imner councils of the Labour Party is 
a great blow for the intellectual side of the 
Labour movement ; for it is said that, with 
Mr. Webb as mouthpiece, the Fabians and 
the theorists played a very considerable 
réle in the direction of the late Govern- 
ment. Mr. Sidney Webb, as President of 
the Board of Trade, however, did not shine 
as much .3 was expécted, and, should the 
Labour Party ever‘return to power, it Is un- 
likely that the department will again be 
handed over to an intellectual. When 
Mr. Webb was first appointed there was 
great disappointment in the more robust 
section of the party, where it had been 
hoped that the post would have gone to 
one. of the more prominent of the trade 
union leaders. 


The Food Council. 


The Executive Committee of the Food 
Council met to-day and expressed its de- 
termination to proceed with the question of 
bread prices. It is strongly of opinron 
that there is no justification for the charge 
of ninepence-halipenny per quartern loaf, 
and will report as much to the Council 
next week, when that body will ‘consider 
whether action can be taken. With regard 
to. short weights and measures, many 
instances were given of such dealings in 
bacon, butter, cheese, sugar, meat, milk and 
spirits, and the Committee was unani- 
mously of opinion that action to remedy 
the present state of things must be taken 
at-an early date. A report is to’ be pre- 
pared for the consideration of the Food 
Council. 


Sir John Lavery. 


Sir John Lavery’s interesting exhibition 
of interiors, to be opened next week at the 
Leicester Galleries, contains a number of 
portraits of well-known people shown in 
different. apartments. Lady Oxford is 
shown writing her memoirs in-a bedroom 
at “The Wharf, Sutton-Courteney,’’ 
while Lord Oxford can be-seen in another 
room. The Governor-General (Mr. T. M. 
Healy) is shown by a window in the Vice, 
regal Lodge, Dublin, while in “ A Salon '' 
Mr. George Moore 1s seen talking to Lady 
Cunard. The picture of the House of 
Lords, with Lord Morley speaking on the 
Government of Ireland Bill, and the in- 
terior of the House of Commons during a 
debate have been shown before, but there 
is a sketch of a large group of the Royal 
Family painted in 19135, which will be re- 
garded with great interest.

Mrs. Woodward, 
who has been the editor of Mothers m 
Council for the past eleven years, is to 
hecome editor of the Mothers’ Union 
Journal. 


A Bad Champagne Season. 


Reports from the © “EO, rest district of 
France inlicate that the champagne season 
is practically a a failure. Usually some twa 
mi.lion bottles are laid down in the great 
cellars at Rheims every year, but it 1s 
doubtful whether there will be fifty 
thousand this season. The grape crop has 
been ruined and in many districts it 18 
not worth while gathering. and is burned 
without delay. A rate disease,. which, 
fortunately, enly recurs at long interval 
has : tricken the vines. The berries are 
blackened in the centre and utterly unfit 
for use. As a set-off to this Fre pe failure 
there is a remarkably good at crop in 
the district, and it is said that this always 
happens when the grapes are ruined. Con- 
sumers of champagne, however, have n ng 
cause to feel alarmed; for the stocks 
this popular wine are immense.
